John Brown re- 
duced, that grandiloquent maxim lo practice 
and theylmnged him. 


Of these three men Artenms Ward h 


dead. 
Ho died early, biit not till ho had 


shown the world what mighty blows English 
cacogiaphy-might expect from him if tho 
fateful thcurs bud not too soon snipped tho 
thrend of his career. 
Consistent iu small 


things as well as gront ho began his reform 
at home iuia Htjt thtioriiyai reformers n 


. noble example .by spelling liia name phone- 


tically. 
Having shown Americans what he 


could do ho went on n missionary tour to 
England where tho benighted heathen still 
spell "favor" with n w. But on both conti- 
nents ho wns laughed at. 
Ho was regarded 


as a humorist instead of a reformer. 
His 


sensible spelling wal esteemed as a joko, 
and ho died of a broken heart,—let us say 
"hart" out of respect to his memory,—be- 
causo bo wns unappreciated. In his case 
uiau's laughter proved manslaughter. 


Gifted with a stronger constitution tho 


B.3V. Petroleum V. Nnsby still survives, but 
though living bo has vanquished. He has 
ceased his efforts lo reform English spelling, 
changed his name, nnd now.ns D. B. Locko, 
publishes moral essays under a very trans- 
parent conting of Oriental iiomonclnture.aud 
bows submissively to all tho commands of 
Webster and Worcester. Tho third survives, 
and in wise saws and nu almanac which is us 
valuable for its philosophy as for ita meteor- 
ological predictions insists that r-i-t-o spells 
both "write" and "right," and that w-u-z 
spalls "was."
